As the 78th Legislative session comes to a close.  There are several bills that have already been 
signed by the Governor.  Here is a small list with a brief explanation of what it involves.  For a 
more in-depth language on each bill visit, http://www.leg.state.nv.us/Session/78th2015/Reports/
governor.cfm.   
 

AB19 Revises provisions governing the timing of the adoption of tentative budgets by   
certain local governments.  

AB28 Revises the duties of the State Long-Term Care Ombudsman 

AB42 Revises provisions relating to mammography and the reporting of information on 
cancer 

AB63 Clarifies that certain candidates who are elected despite ending their campaigns 
must file with the Secretary of State certain campaign finance reports 

AB75 Revises provisions governing certain proposes changes in the schedule of rates or 
services of a public utility 

AB76 Makes various changes relating to the education of veterans and their dependents 

AB86 Revises provisions governing the Silver State Health Insurance Exchange 

AB108 Revises provisions governing victims of sex trafficking 

AB125 Revises provisions relating to constructional defects 

AB162 Revises provisions governing the use of portable event recording devices by law  
enforcement 

AB270 Revises provisions relating to manufactured homes 

SB2 Increases the maximum speed at which a person may drive or operate a vehicle 

SB104 Makes various changes relating to political advertising 

SB115 Revises provisions relating to certain town advisory boards 

SB158 Revises provisions relating to collective bargaining by local governments 

SB177 Allows a person to designate a caregiver when admitted to a hospital 

SB207 Revises provisions relating to financing of school facilities
